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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1964 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  public  health  and  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  for  1964.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has 
prepared  the  sections  dealing  with  the  aspects  of  our  activities  for 
which  he  is  directly  responsible. 

Vital  statistics,  in  general,  were  very  satisfactory  and  I  am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  an  all  time  low  record  for  infantile  mortality.  From 
the  details  given  in  section  A  it  is  apparent  that  the  welcome  improve¬ 
ment  was  confined  to  older  infants. 

The  death  rate  from  bronchitis  was  a  little  higher,  and  the  rate  for 
cancer  of  the  lung  a  little  lower  than  the  corresponding  figures  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  incidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  slightly,  but  not  signifi¬ 
cantly  higher  than  last  year.  Tuberculin  testing  of  school  children 
showed  a  further  decrease  in  positive  reactors,  only  2.7  per  cent,  com¬ 
pared  wilh  4.8  per  cent,  last  year  and  20  percent,  six  years  ago. 

Infectious  diseases  were  minimal  and  it  was  our  good  fortune  that 
the  dangerous  tin  of  corned  beef  was  not  delivered  to  this  district.  The 
few  tins  from  the  sources  under  suspicion  were  quickly  traced  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  withdrawn  from  sale  without  incident. 

Immunisation  was  maintained  at  a  high  level,  with  the  exception 
of  smallpox  vaccination,  which  v/as  accepted  by  parents  for  less  than 
40  per  cent,  of  infants. 

The  hazards  of  cigarette  smoking  were  demonstrated  by  the  staff  of 
the  Anti-Smoking  Mobile  Unit  when  they  paid  their  second  visit  to 
Stoneyford  Road  Schools  in  April.  Publicity  material  was  made  available 
at  all  Council  premises  and  clinics. 

The  waiting  list  for  houses  was  not  appreciably  reduced  by  the 
completion  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  Council  houses,  thirteen 
of  which  went  to  families  from  unfit  properties.  There  is  an  even  longer 
list  of  houses  in  need  of  improvement. 

Daiiy  readings  of  atmospheric  pollution  confirmed  the  need  to  apply 
the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  throughout  the  district  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Your  Health  Officers  have  always  had  the  incentive  of  >our  practical 
interest  in  matters  affecting  the  public  health,  and  I  hope  you  will 
continue  your  efforts  until  no  inhabited  house  lacks  essential  amenities 
ana  the  air  of  the  town  is  as  free  from  pollution  as  it  is  within  your 
power  to  ensure. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  help  of  the  Surveyor,  Sewage  Works 
Manager,  Housing  Architect,  Housing  Manager,  Chief  Inspector  of  Police 
and  Water  Engineer,  who  have  provided  some  of  the  information  included 
in  the  report. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  efficient 
and  always  willing  assistance  over  the  years,  and  particularly  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  whose  close  co-operation  I  have  enjoyed  for  the 
past  sixteen  years  and  the  Chief  Clerk  for  her  thirty  years  of  invaluable 
service  to  the  crp;.:tment.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1964 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year.  The  full  detail  of 
the  district  inspection  work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  shown 
under  the  headings  of  General  Sanitation,  Housing,  Food  Inspection, 
Atmospheric  Pollution,  etc. 

It  is  worthy  of  comment  that  this  year  two  more  important  Acts  of 
Parliament  came  into  operation,  namely  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963  and  the  Housing  Act,  1964. 

The  Housing  Act  enables  Local  Authorities  to  consider  making  real 
progress  with  regard  to  the  modernisation  of  older  property.  Compulsory 
powers  can  be  used  if  necessary,  provided  the  tenant  is  agreeable  to  the 
modernisation  and  to  paying  an  increase  in  rent  towards  the  cost.  Plans 
are  in  hand  to  submit  a  scheme  involving  two  streets  of  good  terraced 
houses  for  action  under  the  Act.  It  is  hoped,  of  course,  that  the  legisla¬ 
tion  will  at  the  same  time  encourage  many  more  owners  to  come  forward 
and  ask  for  the  grant  on  the  existing  voluntary  basis.  Every  possible 
type  of  publicity  should  be  given  to  the  improvement  facilities  as  a 
matter  of  urgency  as  so  many  houses  if  not  improved  will  rapidly  fall 
under  the  heading  of  ‘twilight  property’  with  the  inevitable  end  of  slum 
clearance  coming  much  sooner.  During  the  year  103  houses  were  mod¬ 
ernised  by  grant,  bringing  the  total  for  this  district  to  566  since  the  first 
legislation  was  made. 

It  is  also  M  some  consolation  to  note  that  at  the  moment  no  major 
slum  clearance  programme  is  needed.  A  few  isolated  small  blocks  of 
property  are  kept  under  close  and  constant  scrutiny  and  these  will  be 
dealt  with  as  a  matter  of  routine.  Other  areas  are  being  dealt  with  by 
a  schedule  of  Redevelopment  Areas. 

Inspections  are  proceeding  smoothly  under  the  new  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  and  we  are  finding  excellent  co-operation 
from  all  concerned.  It  is  of  course  much  too  soon  to  comment  on  the 
full  extent  of  this  work  or  the  results. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  report  that  the  first  Smoke  Control  Order, 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  September,  1964,  did  not  operate 
smoothly.  The  objections  followed  an  identical  pattern  to  those  of  other 
surrounding  areas  who  ran  into  difficulties.  Every  effort  is  being  made 
to  put  matters  right.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  the  full  benefits  of  grant  on 
the  better  appliances  were  not  available  from  the  beginning.  We  sin¬ 
cerely  hope  that  better  experience  and  improved  appliances  will  iron  out 
all  difficulties  in  future  programmes. 

Food  Hygiene  and  inspection  continues  to  absorb  a  considerable 
amount  of  the  Departments  time.  The  number  of  animals  inspected  in 
this  district  has  doubled  over  the  last  ten  years. 

I  am  still  concerned  with  the  problem  of  refuse  disposal.  Much 
thought  must  be  given  to  the  long  term  policy  in  view  of  the  financial 
implications  involved. 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  able 
support  and  encouragement  to  Dr.  McKean  with  sincere  thanks  and  the 
hope  that  he  will  enjoy  a  long  and  happy  retirement,  and  to  all  Inspectors 
and  staff  for  loyal  support  and  good  team  work.

Population 

The  population,  which  has  varied  little  in  the  past  ten  years,  fell  by 
one  hundred  and  eighty  according  to  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the  Registrar 
General,  though  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was 
two  hundred  and  forty-eight. 


Births 


The  total  live  births  was  slightly  lower  than  last  year  with  a  higher 
proportion  of  illegitimate  births  which  amounted  to  6.4%,  a  ratio  exceeded 
only  once  before  in  1945.

Eleven  infants  reported  as  suffering  from  jaundice  progressed  fav¬ 
ourably.  Four  of  the  mothers  were  Rh  negative  and  seven  were  Rh 
positive.

Premature  Births 


Forty-nine  infants  born  alive  were  premature  by  weight,  the  majority 
being  in  the  higher  weight  groups.  Fifteen  of  the  confinements  were  at 
home  from  which  five  of  the  infants  were  subsequently  admitted  to 
hospital,  where  one  died.  Neither  of  the  infants  weighing  under  31b.  4oz. 
lived  more  than  a  few  hours.  The  total  survival  rate  was  90%.

Still  Births 


The  rate,  though  still  high,  was  under  twenty  for  only  the  second 
time  since  1954  when  the  lowest  figure  for  the  district  was  recorded.  All 
the  still  births  were  legitimate  and  eleven  of  the  thirteen  were  prema¬ 
ture  by  weight.  All  but  two  of  the  births  were  in  hospital.  Three  of  the 
mothers  had  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  and  the  others  were  super¬ 
vised  by  their  general  practitioner.  Six  had  toxaemia  and  all  but  one  of 
the  others  had  a  history  of  some  complication  in  an  earlier  pregnancy. 
Two  of  the  mothers,  both  under  thirty  years  of  age,  still  have  no  live 
child,  one  after  three  and  the  other  after  four  pregnancies.

The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  the  combined  rate  for  still  births 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week,  was  28  per  thousand  live  and 
still  births  compared  with  f°r  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 

The  rate  of  14.3  is  a  new  low  record,  and  only  the  second  time  it  has 
fallen  below  twenty  and  been  less  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  improvement  is  due  to  the  very  low  incidence  of  fatal  respiratory 
infections  in  older  infants  rather  than  to  any  saving  of  lives  in  the  early 
neonatal  period,  the  death  rate  for  which  is,  in  fact,  a  little  higher  than 
last  year,  the  causes  being,  as  usual  prematurity  and  congenital  mal¬ 
formations.

Cancer  of  the  lung  accounted  for  seventeen  deaths,  sixteen  men,  the 
same  as  last  year,  and  one  woman,  two  less. 

More  women  and  fewer  men  died  from  bronchitis  and  the  nett  result 
was  a  slight  fall  in  the  death  rate,  which  was  the  lowest  for  some  years, 
but  still  in  excess  of  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,

status  asthmaticus  and  broncho-pneumonia. 

Four  school  children  died  during  the  year.  One,  a  girl  aged  eleven 
years  had  disseminated  lupus  erythematosis.  The  other  three  died  as  a 
result  of  accidents,  one  while  attempting  to  operate  a  metal  cutting 
machine  and  the  two  others  were  victims  of  road  traffic  accidents. 

No  deaths  were  recorded  from  accidents  in  the  home. 

In  addition  to  the  two  children,  road  traffic  accidents  killed  three 
more.  Two  were  teenagers  who  died  after  motor  cycle  collisions,  and 
the  third  was  a  middle  aged  man  who  was  unable  to  avoid  a  dog  whilst 
he  was  riding  his  motor  cycle.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

Except  for  one  isolated  house  supplied  by  a  well  and  three  caravan 
sites  supplied  by  standpipe,  all  houses  have  a  direct  supply  from  the 
mains. 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  supply¬ 
ing  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality.  The  Engineer 
and  Manager  supplied  the  following  information  in  November,  1964. 

“Sutton-in-Ashfield  is  still  supplied  with  water  from  Far  Baulker, 
Rushley  and  Budby  (Meden  Valley)  Pumping  Stations  as  formerly. 

Supplies  are  examined  bacteriologically  approximately  monthly  and 
chemically  approximately  six  monthly,  and  I  have  arranged  that  in  future 
copies  of  all  analyses  for  your  area  should  be  sent  to  you. 

There  is  no  reserve  chlorination  plant  at  Rushley  or  Far  Baulker  but 
there  is  at  Budby.  In  the  event  of  a  breakdown  of  the  existing  plant  the 
stations  would  be  normally  shut  down,  and  only  in  extreme  emergency 
would  unchlorinated  water  be  delivered  to  the  mains.  In  this  event  each 
district  affected  would  be  notified  at  once. 

The  approximate  annual  supply  delivered  to  Sutton-in-Ashfield  is 
653,000,000  gallons. 

The  Board  has  no  officially  appointed  Medical  Officer  at  the  present 
time  but  negotiations  are  in  progress. 

Fluoridation  has  been  considered  by  the  Board  but  has  been  post¬ 
poned  for  further  consideration  at  a  future  meeting.” 

The  Board  operates  a  twenty-four  hour  emergency  call  service  on 
telephone  number  Mansfield  2412  -  5. 

During  1964  the  18”  trunk  mains  in  the  district  were  extended  by 
2,239  yards,  and  3”  and  4”  mains  by  1,024  yards. 

Fifty-two  samples  from  the  mains  supply,  taken  in  this  district  by 
Ihe  Public  Health  Inspectors,  were  examined  bacteriologically,  and  four 
chemically.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Analyses  of  the  water  previously  available  in  the  clisirict  showed  the

Public  Swimming  Baths

Work  on  the  extensions  to  the  Public  Baths  was  commenced  on  the 
1st  September  and  it  is  hoped  to  be  completed  by  October,  1965.  The 
scheme  includes  a  25  metre  swimming  pool;  5  metre  diving  stage;  new 
changing  accommodation;  new  filtration  plant;  staff  accommodation  and 
coffee  bar.

Sewage  Disposal 

The  work  of  carrying  out  the  major  reconstruction  of  the  Unwin 
Road  works  was  commenced  in  August,  1964,  and  the  work  is  progressing 
according  to  programme. 

The  new  Administrative  Block  and  Laboratory  was  completed  and 
brought  into  use  in  November,  1964. 

A  contract  was  accepted  for  the  construction  of  the  Pumping  Station 
and  ancillary  works  at  the  Blackwell  Road  Works,  to  pump  the  sewage 
from  this  point  to  the  Common  Road  Works,  and  the  work  was 
commenced  in  January,  1965. 

The  preparation  of  the  scheme  for  a  complete  reconstruction  of  the 
Common  Road  Works  is  well  in  hand. 


Rainfall 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  21.95”,  compared  with  the  average 
for  the  past  fifty  years  of  28.61”.  The  minimum  was  in  January  with 
0.66”,  and  the  maximum  in  March  with  4.51”.  The  highest  daily  rainfall 
was  in  March  when  the  reading  was  1.63”.

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Atmospheric  Pollution  and  Smoke  Control  Areas 

The  No.  1  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  Sep¬ 
tember,  1964.  As  stated  in  previous  reports  this  was  a  small  pilot  scheme 
involving  only  312  premises  in  42  acres.  The  difficulties  and  opposition 
in  this  area  have  not  yet  settled  down,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  high 
cost  of  smokeless  fuels,  particularly  the  premium  fuels  has  been  one  of 
the  major  causes  of  complaint.  There  were  also  complaints  of  delivery 
of  fuel,  dirty  fuel  and  some  complaints  of  the  performance  of  appliances. 
There  is  no  doubt,  from  the  Departments  experience  of  this  first  area, 
that  the  need  is  now  to  encourage  the  installation  of  the  more  modern 
room  heaters  and  other  forms  of  approved  heating  which  are  showing  a 
marked  superiority  in  performance.  I  am  also  convinced  that  much 
improvement  can  be  made  in  certain  quarters  with  regard  to  the  quality 
of  solid  smokeless  fuels  delivered  to  householders.  Dirty  fuel  causes 
very  bitter  resentment.  The  visits  of  the  Coal  Utilisation  Council  and 
the  Exhibition  Van  of  the  East  Midlands  Gas  Board  have  done  much  in 
helping  to  sort  out  the  difficulties  and  complaints  and  I  know  that  further 
co-operation  from  these  sources  will  be  readily  forthcoming.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION 


As  stated  in  my  previous  report,  in  order  to  attempt  to  solve  the 
problem  of  encouraging  suitable  labour  for  the  Cleansing  Department 
the  Council  introduced  a  bin-bonus  scheme  in  December,  1963,  and  we 
now  have  the  results  of  more  than  a  full  year’s  working.  The  district 
was  divided  into  three  almost  equal  sections.  Each  section  was  covered 
by  two  driver/loaders  handling  two  vehicles  and  seven  loaders  including 
the  section  chargehand.  The  whole  district  was  surveyed  and  each  bin 
was  counted,  recorded  and  given  a  schedule  number.  The  record  allows 
for  addition  or  subtraction  of  bins  in  every  street  to  keep  pace  with 
new  building  and  demolitions.  Each  of  the  three  teams  is  given  a  weekly 
target  and  share  a  bonus  of  2d  per  bin  over  and  above  the  target.  The 
bonus  is  automatically  adjusted  from  pre-prepared  tables  to  allow  for 
absenteeism  on  any  team. 

The  scheme  has  worked  well  for  all  concerned  and  an  annual  review 
by  Council  and  Union  representatives  is  arranged  in  order  to  iron  out 
any  difficulties  or  complaints  which  arise  from  the  operation. 

The  new  35  cubic  yard  Pakamatic  arrived  in  the  spring  and  is 
proving  to  be  a  very  valuable  refuse  vehicle.  This  type  of  vehicle  is  with¬ 
out  doubt  much  easier  for  the  loaders  and  reduces  considerably  the  time 
taken  on  journeys  to  the  tip.  It  is  also  much  cleaner  and  removes  much 
of  the  dust  nuisance  when  operating  in  busy  shopping  areas. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  obtaining  further 
sites  for  the  tipping  of  refuse.  Many  areas  have  been  investigated  and 
eliminated  because  of  major  technical  difficulties.  One  attempt  to  discuss 
the  possibility  of  a  joint  refuse  disposal  plant  with  a  neighbouring 
authority  has  already  proved  unsuccessful. 

The  County  Planning  Authorities  are  also  well  aware  of  this  problem. 
It  is  bound  to  create  even  great  difficulties  as  a  result  of  the  ever 
increasing  demand  for  land  for  building  development,  residential  and 
industrial.  Preference  will  not  be  given  to  refuse  disposal  projects  and 
for  very  obvious  reasons.  I  still  hold  the  view  that  Joint  Refuse  Disposal 
Boards  might  be  the  most  satisfactory  and  economical  solution  to  this 
problem  and  I  feel  that  a  strong  lead  in  this  direction  should  come 
from  the  Ministry.  It  may  also  help  considerably  at  this  stage  if  more 
definite  information  could  be  given  from  the  Planning  Authorities.  I  do 
not  consider  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  ask  for  their  scrutiny  of  the 
town  map  and  a  firm  indication  as  to  where  the  Local  Authority  should 
be  allowed  to  explore  for  further  land  for  this  purpose. 


Cesspool  Cleansing 

This  service  is  proceeding  quite  satisfactorily  at  the  moment.  242 
applications  for  cleansing  were  dealt  with.  The  Council  have  agreed  in 
principle  to  Ihe  building  of  a  new  cesspool  emptying  bay  near  the  sewage 
works,  and  I  feel  this  is  a  very  necessary  improvement.  A  larger  tanker 
of  1,200  to  1,500  gallons  capacity  will  have  to  be  provided  in  the  future 
as  most  modern  cesspools  now  tend  to  be  built  with  a  capacity  of 
4,000  to  5,000  gallons. 


Salvage 


The  limitation  of  tonnage  to  the  Paper  Mills  is  being  removed  and 
it  now  appears  that  every  encouragement  will  be  given  to  Local 
Authorities  to  substantially  increase  their  output  of  paper  and  cardboard 
salvage.

HOUSING 

Housing  accommodation  was  provided  for  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
families,  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  in  new  dwellings,  and  one 
hundred  and  eighty-eight  in  relets.  The  nett  result  was  a  reduction  of 
seventy  on  the  total  waiting  list. 

Included  in  the  year’s  programme  was  a  second  scheme  in  co-operation 
with  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 
There  are  thirty-two  flats  for  elderly  persons,  a  social  room  and  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  resident  warden  in  the  block.  This  is  the  second 
scheme  of  special  housing  for  the  elderly  in  the  district,  the  first  being 
opened  in  1960.  Amenities  in  the  latter  were  improved  by  the  installation 
of  electric  washing  machines,  donations  to  the  warden  by  various  char¬ 
itable  organisations  defrayed  part  of  the  cost. 

Houses  built  by  private  enterprise  amounted  to  two  hundred  and  six.

General  Observations 

Our  personal  contact  with  all  sections  of  the  food  trade  is  emphasized 
and  maintained.  A  much  more  detailed  inspection  of  all  food  premises 
is  being  carried  out  in  parallel  with  the  inspections  being  made  under 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

More  attention  has  been  given  to  premises  preparing  food  for 
immediate  consumption.  There  are  still  some  premises  which,  although 
complying  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  require  continual 
supervision. 

One  Inspector  from  the  Department  was  again  asked  to  give  a  series 
of  lectures  on  Food  Hygiene  at  the  West  Notts.  Technical  College. 

The  Inspectors  made  a  thorough  search  for  tins  of  corned  beef  from 
the  sources  of  supply  in  Argentine  thought  to  be  concerned  in  the 
typhoid  outbreak  in  Aberdeen.  The  forty  61b.  tins  found  were  withdrawn 
from  sale  with  the  co-operation  of  the  shop  keepers.

There  were  two  prosecutions  under  Section  2  of  this  Act.  The  first 
followed  the  finding  of  a  dead  slug  in  a  bottle  of  milk  delivered  to  one 
of  the  schools.  The  firm  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £10  and  costs. 
The  other  was  in  respect  of  a  cigarette  end  found  in  a  bread  cob.  A  plea 
of  guilty  was  entered  and  I  think  the  firm  was  lucky  to  be  fined  only  £5 
and  costs. 

In  nine  other  complaints  investigated  it  was  considered  a  warning 
letter  to  the  firms  was  all  that  could  be  done.  One  of  them  concerned 
insect  larvae  in  tinned  tomatoes,  and,  in  this  case,  the  matter  was  taken 
up  through  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  the 
Italian  Embassy,  and  the  canriers  in  Milan  and  Naples.  It  appeared  they 
were  aware  of  the  problem  and  were  doing  their  best  to  solve  it.

In  June,  three  young  patients  in  Harlow  Wood  Hospital  were  found 
to  have  Sonne  dysentery.  All  were  treated  in  the  hospital  and  no  other 
cases  occurred. 


Meningitis 

No  cases  were  notified  but  two  infants  and  one  adolescent,  admitted 
to  hospital  for  investigation,  were  finally  diagnosed  as  meningococcal 
meningitis.  All  recovered. 


Food  Poisoning 

There  were  no  incidents  recorded.  Analysis  of  the  residue  of  a  tin 
of  beef,  suspected  of  causing  food  poisoning  in  one  case,  proved  negative 
for  pathogenic  organisms. 


Typhoid  Fever  and  S.  Typhimurium  Infection 

In  June  all  supplies  of  corned  beef  from  the  sources  indicated  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  were  withdrawn  from  sale  with  the  co-operation 
of  shopkeepers.  No  supplies  of  tongue  from  these  sources  were  found. 
The  unopened  tins  were  returned  to  the  wholesalers  to  be  retained  pend¬ 
ing  a  decision  on  their  final  disposal.  Steps  were  taken  to  trace  anyone, 
particularly  food  handlers,,  who  might  recently  have  been  in  Aberdeen. 

One  young  adult  who  had  been  in  hospital  in  another  district  with 
a  S.  typhimurium  infection  was  kept  under  supervision  until  bacterio- 
logically  free  from  infection. 

Thirty-one  school  children  were  given  T.A.B.  injections.  Owing  to 
the  short  notice  given  by  the  school  it  was  just  possible  to  complete 
the  course  before  their  departure. 


Gastro  Enteritis 

Four  children  and  one  young  adult  were  treated  in  hospital.  In 
addition,  two  deaths  were  attributed  to  gastro-enteritis.  One  was  a 
woman  aged  seventy-five  and  the  other  a  child  aged  one  year  who  died 
after  the  aspiration  of  vomit.

Notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  which  had  remained 
stationary  for  the  past  three  years,  were  higher,  the  increase  being 
proportionately  greater  in  women.  The  rate  per  100,000  population  was 
32.1  compared  with  19.6  for  last  year.  Occupation  was  not  a  signficant 
factor. 

Two  of  the  adult  males  were  family  contacts,  one  of  a  brother 
notified  in  1952,  and  the  other  was  a  man  whose  wife  and  child  had  been 
notified  in  1958  and  1959,  and  his  X-Ray  in  1960  showed  no  abnormality. 

One  of  the  females  in  the  15-25  age  group  was  a  schoolgirl  who  was 
tuberculin  positive  in  1960  and  had  normal  X-Rays  of  the  chest  in  1961 
and  1962. 

Five  cases  were  in  Ransom  Hospital  when  notified  and  the  other 
eight  were  admitted  within  ten  days  of  primary  notification. 

The  men  who  died  were  well  over  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  had  been 
on  the  register  for  some  years. 

The  sites  of  the  r.on-pulmonary  disease  were  the  cervical  glands  and 
the  elbow  joint. 

One  male  and  two  females  were  added  to  the  pulmonary  register  on 
transfer  from  another  area. 

Five  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  on  death  from  other 
causes.  Twenty  two  pulmonary  cases  first  notified  between  1947  and  1960, 
and  three  non-pulmonary  cases,  were  removed  on  recovery,  and  thirteen 
on  leaving  the  district.

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B.C.G.  Testing  and  Vaccination 

The  acceptance  rate  was  76  per  cent.  Chest  X-Ray  was  arranged  for 
positive  reactors  after  the  test,  with  repeat  a  year  later,  and  for  strongly 
positive  reactors,  of  which  there  was  one  after  the  test,  with  repeats 
three  months,  one  year  and  two  years.  No  cases  of  active  tuberculosis 
were  found. 

The  procedure  for  X-Ray  is  likely  to  be  modified  in  1965. 

The  highest  individual  school  incidence  of  positive  reactors  was 
6.6  per  cent,  and  the  combined  average  of  all  day  schools  fell  to  2.7 
per  cent.
